“It uw most important that a baby's 
clothes should fit the body. Lf too 
tight they frequently produce vomit- 
ing after feeding, while if too large 
they crumple inte folds and cause dis- 
comfort. No pins or buttons sbould 
be used, but ali bands about the body 
must be basted. The openings should 
be neither ip the back nor front, but 
under the arms, where any irregular- 
ity will be least felt by the child. 

“I disapprove very decidedly of put- 
ting vells over a baby’s face. When 
the weather is ao cold or so windy as 
to render a veil necessary no young 
child should be sent out of doors, but 
instead given its airing in a well ven- 
tilated nursery. Veils affect the eyes, 
and are as a rule uncleanly. In the 
majority of instances a mother never 
thinks of having the baby’s veil wash- 
ed. They wear the veil for an entire 
winter. so you can imagine the cond 
tion. Then, aside from this, a child‘s 
face is all the better for being exposed 
to the air, not only because it allows 
her to breathe more freely, but it 1s 
healthy for tha comptexion. 

“The greatest care should be taken 
not to keep children too bot, and while 
light wraps may, and asa rule should 
be, kept on them im the early morning 
and late afterticon, in the middle of 
the day they should be removed. A 
common mistake among othera, especi- 


excessively heavy chothing for their 
children, They usually live m @ warm 
nursery, their circulation is active and 
they perspire more freely than a grewn 
person. For these reasons the heav- 
test flannels should never> be used, 
even in very cold climates, but extra 
heavy wraps be put on when they are 
taken ont.” 


PEAT.MOSSES, 


There are beds of peat in our coun- 
try, and several attempts have been 
made to utilize them for fuel, as is 
done in Ireland and some parts of 
Scotland. The peat mosses, of which 
the beds are formed, belong to tha 
loweat family of the moss tribe. They 


are familiar objects in our tamarack 


swamps, where their gray-green, 
hemispherical masses lie thick upon 
the ground, to the exclusion of 
other vegetation except cranberries, 
which spin their thin vines over them, 
and a few pitcher-plants and grasses 
Every yéar the axes of the plants in- 
crease in length and the older stems 
of former years sink lower into the 
bog. In this way the center of the 


bogs, especially of those fed by 
springs, becomes considerably higher 
than the circumference. When peat 
moss has (hus been growing for many 
centuries, filling perhaps what was 


j}once a lake, the remains of the stems! 


become matted together by the pres- 
| sure of the water-logged fresh areas 
above, and after a time become com- 
| pacted into what is known as peat, pro- 
| bably one of the stages in the pro- 
‘duction of coal. [t is not altogeth- 
;e@ercertain, says Prof. McMillan, and 
! coal was developed from mosses like 
the living peat mosses, but it is per- 
fectly certain that it originated in 
ancient swamps by the same gen- 
eral processes which are building, the 
peat-bogs of to-day.

; peat moss—growing upon the ‘ 
stems far below, which are gradually 
_ being converted into peat as outlined 
,above—in the search for huckleber+

'gun on the Simplon Tunnel. The 
}contract calls for its completion is

to be paid is 69,500,000 franca, ($)3,418,- 
/500.) It will have a length of 124” 
j miles, and will be the longest tunael 
in the werld. When completed it 
| will be the third one connecting [tal 
with outlying countries by direct ra 
‘and will accomplish ‘a saving of 
miles, or from 7 to &® per cent on trav 
| from Paris to Milan, as compared 
/with the Mount Cenia or St. Gothacd 
tunnels. The Mount Cenis tunnel hes 
ja length of eight miles and the St. 
Gotbard a length of three miles. 
| The Sumplon tunnel begins in Swits-

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS, 

Green plants and ferns in pits 
ought to have their leaves sponged 
every fortnight during the winter, | 
and the best way of watering them 
ia to plunge the pots for ten min- 
mies into a bucket of water. in- 
diaprubber plants, however, cannot 
stand it, and must be moderately wa- 
tered, and the leaves sponged.

Letter to the Colonial Secretary. 


Mayor Johnson, of Bellevilie, sent to 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, the following 
letter. dated Feb. 27th, which gives ex- 
pression to the sentiments of this com- 
munity :- 


The Right Honorable Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. London, Eng. 


~“ Sin.—After reading your speech, 
delivered in the House of Commons on 
Feb. 5th, and published in tull in the 
Toronto Mail and Empire on the 17th, 
I feel impelled to write to you in order 
that you may know, outside of official! 
sources, the sentiment that prevails in 
this portion of the Empire with respect 
to the action of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in its dealings with the Transvaal 
and the part that you have played in 
connection with them. 

** Men here applaud the course taken 
by the Goyernment and condemn and 
wonder at the expressions of its critics 
For yourself the feeling is, that you are 
personally laying the mortar and put- 
ting on the stones and pointing the 
walls that will complete the bulwarks 
of the Empire. 

**You have heard how Canada bore 
the news on Wednesday last (the 21st) 
of the death and wounding of her sol- 
diers in the battle at the Modder River. 
Canadian blood is coursing as it never 
coursed before. Brothers of thore who 
have fallen are demanding that they 
be sent to take their places. 

* Your splendid tributes to the col- 
onies when expressing your admiration 
of the Colonial troops, and the gener- 
ous acknowledgement by Lord Roberts 
of the conspicuous .callantry, cabled to 
the Governor-General, have been grate- 
fully and proudly notel in every Pro- 
vince of the Dominion. 

‘Edmund Burke in his speech on 
Conciliation with America, speaks of 
**the deep stake the Colonies have in 
such a glorius Empire.” How much 
greater it is now when Imperial states- 
men like> yourself acknowledge that 
Canada is a full partner in the instita- 
tion, sharing in its dangers as well as 
enjoying its advantages.

EGG RATIONS, { 

Clover hay is a first-class egg food, 
It should be chopped fine, sealded 
with boiling water and allowed to 
Stand over nighi in a covered vessel, 
Next morning mix with bran, season 
with salt and feed warm. 

Furnish green food by feeding oab- 
bage, turnips, beets, potatoes, etc, Feed” 
meat scrapa two or three times a week. 
Give a variety of grain, wheat, oats, 
barley, buckwheat and as the nights 
grow, cold, feed nice, sound corn three 
times a week for their supper. This 
will help keep up animal heat during 
the long cold nights; it is much better 
if givea well warmed. Beans and 
peas fet twice a week are good for lay- 
ing hens. Linseed meal is also bene- 
fivial if fed sparingly; when given too 
freely it is apt to cause looseness of 
the bowels, and has a tendency to pro- 
duce molting. Pienty of sweet milk is 
valuable, aiso clabber and Luttermilk, 
though | find that too much butter- 
milk will often cause bowel trouble. 

Meat, fresh or dried, is a very good 
food. If a supply of poultry food be 
bought by the quantity in the fall, it 
Will greatly lessen the feed bill. On 
almost every farm there are smail, 
knotty apples, potatoes, beets, ioove 
heads of cabbage, allowed to go to 
Waste, which if gathered and stored 
will help furnish the needed variety 
and also materially lessen the expense, 
Do not keep food constantly before the 
fowls, if you do not’ wish them to ‘be- 
come disgusted and lose their appetite. 
Give tincture of iron occasionally in 
their drinking water, and mix with 
their soft food three times a week 
condition powders, Tonics and condi- 
tion powders are all right in ther 
place, but do not expect them alone 
to make eggs without giving the pro- 
per food, as seems to be the idea of 
some. Keep the hens at work. This ia 
very important — you cannot give 
laying hem too much exercise.

The two methods here given have 
been put to the practical test many 
times over, so there need be no hesit- 
ancy about trying either one through 
fear of failure or of unsatisfactory re- 
sults. 

The first method ia exceedingly sim- 
pel, and answers the purpose, for all 
except white ribbons or those that 
are very badly mussed. Fill a glass 
fruit jar about half fail of gasoline— 
more or less, according to the amount 
-of ribbon to be cleaned. Place the 
\soiled ribbons in it,—«all colors, lengths 
end kinds may go in at once—and 
screw the cover on tightly. Shake the 
bottle occasionally, and leave it clos 
ed for from two to six houra or over 
night. Then take out the ribbona, 
shake each one well and hang it to 
dry in the open air. The ribbons will 
be clean, and the dirt will be found in 
the bottom of the jar. Of course, the 
ribbons need a thorough airing, and 
sun bath to remove the odor of the 
gasoline, but that is all. No pressing 
ia required, as the gasoline does not 
affect them as water would. 

The clear gasoline should be pour- 
ed off without disturbing that at ‘the 
bottom; then the dirt which has set- 
tled at the bottom should be emptied 


out nad the clear gasoline put back, 
ready for use another time. Keep it 
tightly covered, and, of course, nev- 
er use it near a fire, because of the 
danger of its igniting. 

The gasoline will turn white rib- 
bona yellow, so this method is not ad- 
visable for them. It also leaves the 
ribbons in the same condition that it

GOOD FERN FOR( OUSE CULTURE. 


The “Boston f * Nephrolepis ex-

house culture. It has the’ hard epi- 
dermis, with a large amount of silica, 
that enables it like the palm, to en- 
dure the conditions of our ordinary 
living rooms. Nephrolepis exaltata, 
often called the’ sword fern on account 
of the outline of its long, narrow 
called “the Boston fern,” 


that their weight carried them over 
causing a very graceful appearance. 
For the same reason it is called the 
Fountain fern. A well taken care of 
plant attains a large size. The soil 
best suited to it is an equal mixture 
of good fibrous loam, leaf mold and 
sand. The pot should have good 
drainage. The greatest growth will 
be it spring and summer, and in this 
condition the plant will meed a gen- 
erous supply of water; at other times 
a moderate amount will suffice. A 
good light, but not strong sunshine 
is desirable. Keep the foliage clean 
and look out for scale insects. An 
oceasional light spraying with clean 
water is an advantage.

— some of them will be induced to 
sive us their methods of sowing and 
cultivation in order that we may profit 
by their success. 

Mr, Simpson Rennie, of Milliken, 
Ont., who is acknowledged by many of 
the jeading farmers who know him to 
be the very best farmer in the Dominion 
of Canada, isa very successful grower 
of mangolds and sAgar beets. Of the lat- 
ter, he recommends the variety known 
as the “Danish” sugar beet, and 
claims that he can raise gd nearly if 
not quite as many tons of them to the 
aere as be can of the mangolds and 
that for sheep, pigs, colts, and-chickens 
they are pre erable, as the stock seem 
to relish them on account of their sweet 
juicy and tender ‘nature. 

Mr. Rennie sows about three pounds 
of seed to the acre of mangolds or beets, 
in rows about thirty inches apart and 
thin them in the rows to about eight- 
teen to twenty inches. He has the 
round slightly .rideed. and sows as 
soon as the ground can be got into 
good condition, and is warm, enough 
for the to germinate. 

He is very particular to roll the 
ground immedaitely after sowing, with 
an Ordinary land roller. By having 
the ee ightly ridged, he claims he 
ean begin to cultivate almost before he 
can see the rows, and is not 80 likely to 
bury them, and where the dand is not 
rolled after sowing there is likely to be 
a groove left behind the seeder and in 
case of a heavy rain fall the water lies 
in puddles along this groove, and forms 
a crast through which itis difficult for 
the young plants to force their way. 

e is a great advocate of constant 
and deep cultivation, not deep plough- 
ing, but deep stirring of the soil, and he 
continues to cultivate his corn until it 
is so large that neither he nor the horse 
ean be seen when at work and also cul- 
tivates the roots until they are early 
full grown. 

Land that is well manured and culti- 
yated with roots is power sure to give 
a good catch of cloyer the following 
I hope that many of our farm- 
ers will be induced to try these roots on 
the lines indicated in a small way at 
least and that results miehtelt be very satis- 
factory.

Heporte have been printed from time to 
time that monsters welghing 800 to 600 
pounds and from 10 to 12 feet long have 
been taken tn the waters of Great South 
bay, outer New York harbor, Shrewsbury 
river and the Kille and Newark bay To 
kill euch a giant fish undoubtedly requires 
judgment and nerve, but not mach skill 
for if the line la strong enough, the big fish 
will finally exhaust iteelf and can then be 
gradually drawn into the boas. 

We started the next morning tn a row 
boat from Brant’s point for the grounds 
generally frequented by sharke After 
coming to anchor we churmmed with our 
porgies and soon had a number of sharks 
around ue whe gave unmistakable evi 
dence of their presence by showing their 
dorsal fina and making a great commo 
tion We baited our hooks, cast out our 
lines, and tn a few minutes | had « strike. 
and « battle royalensued. As soon as the 
brute felt the sharp hook imbedded in its 
flesh it made a wild dash for liberty. My 
companion at once recled in his lino to 
keep it from becom 4ing entangled with my 
own With lightning speed my line play- 
ed off, and, though click, brake and 
thumb tried to slow ite motion, the wheel 
turned’ around with alarming rapidity, 
making that peculiar plaintive noise so 
well known to fishermen. Ten, 20, 50, 
100 yards were quickly reeled off, and 1 
began to wonder if he should ever stop 
He hesitated, and then the reeling In be 
gan Bat the minute the fish was brought 
closer to the boat he dashed of ayain in 
another direction. 

This play continned until the fisherman 
was almost exhausted, and finally the 
shark himeelf tried, through rest, to gain 
freah strength for another attempt to break 
the line and regain hisfreedom. The last 
run of the fish was toward the boat, com. 
pelling me to wind up the line so quickly 
asto make my wrist and fingers ache 
He then allowed hineelf to be slowly pull 
ed alongside, and he turned out to bea 
fine fellow about 444 feet in length, grace 
fully built, but ugly and vicious looking 

By a dexterous thrust-with his band my 
companion caught hold of the shark's tail 
and landed him in the boat with a bounce 
The prey now showed how much vitality 
he had left by beating the boat with his 
powerful tall and enatching at everything 
in aight with bis jaws. Our seats were 
untenable, and we speedily placed our- 
solves out of his reach, my friend perching 
on the very bow and | banging on to the 
extreme stern, leaving the fish In undle 
pated control of the space between us, ev- 
ery inch of which he wanted for his mad 
antics, He lashed rod, reel and fishing 
basket, seats and oars in hia fory, but aft- 
er awhile we managed to shackle hia free- 
dém somewhat by ramming an oar down 
his throat, which he gnawed in bulldog 
fashion. The exposure to the alr, to the 
extreme heat and the parching rays of the 
gun gradually weakened his offorts until

THE WAR SITUATION. 


Roberts Shows Signs of Motion 
—His Reconnoitering Force 
Penetrates Fifty Miles from 
Bloemfontein. 


er 


loxpox, March 24.—Lord Roberts 
telegraphs to the War office from 
Bloemfontein, under the date of 
March 23, evening, as follows: 
“There is no special news to report. 
The country south of this place is 
generally settled down. Numbers 
of arms have been deliyered up, 
and the people are beginning to 
recognize the advantage of bring- 
ing in supplies for sale. The 
movement of the troops in the 
western district is being attended 
with good resuits. 

The fact that General Roberts, 
in his late despatches, always reters 
prominently to the work of pacifi- 
cation which is going on in the Free 
State leads( to the conclusion that 
the work of receiving the submission 
of the southern Boers is at present 
occupying the whole of his attention, 
and must be completed to a reason- 
able degree betore a further ad- 
vance northward. Time, of course, 
is in favor of the British, as not 
only will it allow the dissensions 
among the Boers to increase, but 
make the breach between the Free 
State and the Transyaal still wider. 


-. | Besides, the coming rainy season 


will make it more difficult for the 
Boer armies to keep the field, owing 
to their lack of proper commissariat

Genera''Fréench bars their escape 
by his position at Thaba 
Nehu, and General Gatacre, who 
is in persuit, may at any time come 
into action. Meanwhile it  ap- 
pears that the Boers are making 
preparations for a stand near 
Kroenstad, probably to the south, 
where the next serious conflict this 
side the Vaal will takeplace. 

The Boers have caused Col. 
Plumer to fall back from Mafeking 
and according to their own report, 
have detached a force under Com- 
andant Eloff to hold him in check 
while Commandant Snyman contin- 
ues the blockade. The Boers have a 
large number of men free to act 
in this quarter, seeing that about 
9,000 Transvaal Boers retreated 
north from Magersfontein about the 
time of General French's ride to 
Kimberly and these with guns are 
ready to oppose the advance of any 
column from the south, asit is not 
likely they have since gone to the 
Free State. It begins to be increas- 
ingly apparent that the Boers intend 
to make a fight for the posession of 
Mafeking. 

Loxpos, March 26.—Itis clear that 
there is plenty of work for General 
Roberts and his men in the southern 
portion of the free State before they can 
commence their moyement on Pretoria. 
It it apparent that, though the Free 
Staters who opposed the passage of the 
Orange River may haye melted away, 
there is a considerable body of Trans- 
vaalers who are endeavoring to escape 
and rejoin their comrades at Kroonstad. 
Several thousand Transvaal Boers 
were undoubtedly engaged along the 
Orange River, and as these. have not 
yet been thoroughly defeated, they are 
undoubtedly at large between the river 
and Bloemfontein. ‘l'o capture these 
combatants with their cannon and pre- 
vent them from reaching Krovnstad 
is now the object of General Roberta. 
General French occupies a position be- 
tween Bloemfontein and the border of 
Basutoland, right across the route 
which the Boers must follow in their 
northward march and it is scarcely 
likely they can pass the British cavalry. 
Commandant Olivier with a forca of 
4,000 men with 15 guns is hugging the 
border of Basutoland, ready at any 
moment to take to the hills and hold 
the Briiish at bay. At Faureamith is 
another body of 500 Boers under Com- 
andant Van der Post, who would rather 
die than surrender. So that two 
conflicts are likely to take place before 
the Transvaalers disappear from the 
south of Bloemfontein and the work of 
pacification can be pushed to comple- 
tion. 

Mafeking is entering more and more 
into the public mind and the suspense 
if becoming almost as great as that 
which preceded the relief of Ladysmith. 
The latest news from Baden-Powell is 
dated March 13th, when al] was well anp 
the Boer cordons were reported to be 
relaxed. Two weeks haye now 
since this despatch was sent out from 
Mafeking. Nobody knows what may 
have, happened in that time.

THE SPRING |\ASSIZES. 

The spring assizes of the High Court 
of Justice was held /at Belleville last 
week before His Honor, Mr. Justice 
Ferguson. The gtand jury after being 
called selected Mr. J. W. Ross, of 
Thurlow, as their foreman. His Lord- 
ship addressed them brietty, saying, it 
was very creditable to Hastings county 
that there was so little crime, there 
being only one criminal case to be 
brought before their notice. It was a 
matter of congratulation there was no 
cases to be brought before them. It is 
a proud thing for the county to have 
such a record, They were a grand in- 
quest of the county, and it was their 
duty to yisit institutions which are 
wholly or in part supported by the 
county.
